THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  PENNSYLVANIA 
EMANCIPATION  CELEBRATION. 

E suggestion  to  celebrate  the  fif- 
tieth anniversary  of  the  emancipa- 
tion of  slavery  in  America  was  first 
proposed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Negro  Business  League 
held  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  1909.  The 
proposition  was  to  hold  a national 
exposition  and  celebration.  The 
matter  was  carried  before  Congress,  and  failing  to 
obtain  the  necessary  appropriation  to  inaugurate 
the  movement,  a national  celebration  was  aban- 
doned. 

In  1911  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  met  in 
session ; and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
State  one  of  its  lawmakers  was  a colored  man, 
Harry  W.  Bass,  elected  from  the  sixth  legislative 
district  of  Philadelphia.  When  Mr.  Bass  went  to 
Harrisburg  to  take  up  his  legislative  duties  he 
became  closely  associated  with  Jas.  H.  W.  Howard, 
the  newspaper  writer  and  publisher,  who  has  been 
a familiar  figure  about  the  halls  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature  for  many  years,  and  whose 
acquaintance  with  men  in  public  life  throughout 
the  State  is  well  known  to  nearly  every  one.  Mr. 
Howard  at  once  took  up  the  proposition  with  Mr. 
Bass  of  obtaining  an  appropriation  from  the  legis- 
lature to  properly  commemorate  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  in 
America.  Mr.  Bass  became  deeply  interested, 
having  been  assured  that  the  people  throughout 
the  State  were  in  harmony  with  the  movement, 
and  that  many  members  of  the  legislature  looked 
with  favor  upon  it. 

A bill  was  drawn  and  presented  by  Mr.  Bass 
in  February,  1911.  In  the  latter  part  of  March 
the  two  gentlemen  appeared  before  the  Appropria- 
tions Committee,  consisting  of  forty-five  members, 
and  so  convincing  and  able  were  their  arguments 
that  the  bill  asking  for  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars 
for  the  preliminary  work  was  unanimously  recom- 
mended. The  bill  passed  both  houses  of  the  legis- 
lature and  on  or  about  May  15th  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Governor.  The  legislature  adjourned 
May  27th,  and  June  14th,  the  Governor,  John  K. 
Tener,  attached  his  signature  to  the  bill,  which 
follows :

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  an  exhibition  and  celebration  in  Phila- 
delphia to  commemorate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
the  Emancipation  Proclamation;  creating  a Commis- 
sion to  conduct  same,  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  Governor 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a Commission,  com- 
posed of  seven  persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
arrange  for  and  conduct,  during  the  first  week  of 
September,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  an  exhibition  and  celebration, 
to  commemorate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation.  Such  exhibition  and 
celebration  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  show  the  indus- 
trial, educational  and  religious  progress  of  the  colored 
inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  Commission 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be  allowed 
such  expenses  for  traveling,  clerical  help,  stenogra- 
phers, and  necessary  employes  as  shall  be  actually  and 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

Sec.  2.  To  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically 
appropriated.  All  payments  shall  be  made  on  war- 
rants. of  the  Auditor  General,  on  vouchers  of  the 
Commission  approved  by  him. 

Approved,  the  14th  day  of  June,  A.  D.,  1911.

This  act  was  repealed  by  the  legislature  of 
1913,  and  another  act  carrying  an  appropriation 
of  $75,000  was  passed  and  signed  by  the  Governor. 

In  July,  1911,  the  Governor  appointed  the 
following  Commission:

Milton  Shreve,  of  Erie,  succeeded  Hon.  John  F. 
Cox. 

This  Commission  met  in  Harrisburg  in  Janu- 
ary of  1912,  organized  and  selected  the  following 
officers : 

William  E.  Crow,  Chairman  : Harry  W.  Bass, 
Secretary  and  Executive  Officer;  Richard  A. 
j Cooper,  Chief  Clerk ; R.  R.  Wright,  Jr.,  Ph.  D., 
j Statistician  and  Director  of  Exhibits;  William  M. 
Slowe,  Chief  Organizer ; Thomas  S.  Brown,  Assist- 
ant Organizer ; Walter  W.  Scott,  Assistant  Organ- 
izer.

OFFICIAL  SCOPE  AND  PLAN  BOOK. 


Efforts  were  at  once  put  forward  to  interest 
the  colored  people  throughout  the  State  and  to 
get  in  touch  with  those  who  could  produce  any- 
thing of  merit  by  their  own  hands  that  might 
be  exhibited,  and  would  show  what  progress  we 
had  made  as  skilled  workmen  and  workwomen, 
with  a view  of  making  such  an  impression  upon 
the  great  Anglo-Saxon  people  of  this  great  Com- 
monwealth as  would  throw  open  wider  to  us  the 
doors  of  their  mills  and  other  industries,  and  thus 
afford  us  greater  opportunities  and  give  us  greater 
hope.  The  results  of  the 
labors  of  the  Commission 
are  now  before  us  for 
inspection.  Our  work, 
showing  to  the  world  the 
progress  we  have  made 
since  emancipation, 
stands  out  in  the  open. 

We  are  to  be  judged  by 
the  exhibition  we  pre- 
sent. We,  the  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  - three 
thousand  colored  people 
of  Pennsylvania,  must 
every  one  stand  up  and 
be  counted.  If  we  have 
failed  to  leave  our  im- 
press upon  the  people  of 
the  State,  it  cannot  be 
charged  to  any  individ- 
ual. If,  on  the  other  hand, 
we  have  succeeded  in  so 
impressing  the  people 
that  we  shall  in  the  fu- 
ture enjoy  greater  indus- 
trial opportunity,  and 
that  we  shall  find  greater 
inducements  upon  the 
farm  than  in  the  crowded 
and  congested  districts 
of  the  city,  then  this  ex  - 
hibition shall  not  have 
been  given  in  vain,  and 
the  colored  people  of  this 
Commonwealth  will,  as  a 
whole,  profit  thereby. 

The  deep  interest  manifested  by  Governor 
Tener,  and  the  Commission  he  appointed,  who 
have  so  unselfishly  given  of  their  time  and  labor 
without  compensation  to  this  work,  which  is  for 
the  uplift  of  the  colored  people,  should  be  remem- 
bered and  appreciated  by  those  benefited,  for  all 
time  to  come. 

Those  who  have  labored  zealously  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  exposition  and  celebration,  and  are  de- 
serving of  the  gratitude  of  their  own  people,  are 
Mr.  Jas.  H.  W.  Howard,  of  Harrisburg,  the  Pro- 


moter ; Hon.  Harry  W.  Bass,  who,  as  a member  of 
the  legislature  during  the  sessions  of  1911  and 
1913,  by  his  splendid  personality  and  excellent  rec- 
ord succeeded  in  obtaining  the  ninety-five  thousand 
dollars  to  carry  on  the  work ; Prof.  R.  R.  Wright, 
Jr.,  Director  of  Exhibits ; Richard  A.  Cooper,  the 
efficient  Chief  Clerk;  Wm.  M.  Slowe,  Thomas  H. 
Brown  and  Walter  R.  Scott,  Organizers;  Prof.  F. 
A.  Clark  and  his  assistant,  Miss  C.  G.  Cline,  who 
taught  and  conducted  the  great  jubilee  chorus,  and 
many  others  whose  names  will  never  be  forgotten. 

The  splendid  and  com- 
plete work  of  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  C.  Henry  Wil- 
son, 2d,  who  designed 
the  handsome  buildings 
and  supervised  their 
erection,  will  be  another 
introduction  to  the  public 
which  will  mean  addi- 
tional business  to  him 
and  his  competent  corps 
of  assistants. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Robinson, 
the  contractor  and 
builder,  has  established 
a reputation  for  capacity 
and  completeness  that 
adds  materially  to  his 
already  well-earned  busi- 
ness character.  The  short 
time  given  him  by  the 
Commission  to  complete 
the  buildings  appeared 
more  as  an  incentive  to 
push  the  work  to  quick 
completion  than  a draw- 
back or  discouragement, 
for  in  less  than  five 
weeks  from  the  time  the 
grounds  were  staked  off 
the  buildings  were  ready 
for  the  installation  of  the 
exhibits. 

Fifty  Years’  Growth  and 
Development  of  the  Col- 
ored People  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  1863  there  was  a total  population  of  colored 
people  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  of  less  than 
60,000 ; their  realty  and  personal  possessions  were 
estimated  at  less  than  a half  million  dollars.  In 
this  year,  1913,  when  the  great  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  has  given  to  its  colored  citizens  the 
munificent  sum  of  ninety-five  thousand  dollars  to 
show  the  world  what  progress  they  have  made  in 
the  past  fifty  years  of  their  freedom,  one  thing  at 
least  will  be  shown,  perhaps  to  the  amazement  of 
the  white  people  and  to  the  gratification  of  the

colored  people,  that  in  population  we  have  in- 
creased from  60  000  to  nearly  200,000,  and  from  a 
half  million  dollars  in  real  and  personal  property 
to  twenty  odd  millions  of  dollars. 

From  the  close  of  the  civil  war  there  has  been 
a steady  increase  in  population  and  material 
wealth  of  the  race  in  this  State.  Pennsylvania  is 
the  first  Northern  State  in  point  of  Negro  popula- 
tion and  property  valuation  and  affords  as  great, 
if  not  greater  opportunities  and  privileges  along 
all  lines  of  advancement  than  any  other  State  in 

the  Union.  This,  perhaps,  

has  operated  against  the 

race  in  the  matter  of  / * vA\ 

collective,  effort,  for  the  j ^ \ 

reason  that  so  little  dis- 
crimination is  shown  in 
educational  and  business 
lines,  the  incentive  to  en- 
gage in  race  enterprises 
has.  to  a large  degree, 
been  disregarded.  Not- 
withstanding this  fact, 
the  colored  people  of  this 
Commonwealth,  to  the 
pride  of  the  State  and  the 
credit  of  themselves, 
lead  all  the  Northern 
States  in  material 
wealth. 

They  are  engaged  in 
nearly  every  avenue  of 

trade  and  industry.  This  -wm.  h.  smith  thos.  j.  st 
State,  with  its  great  min-  Banking 

ing  and  agriculture  in- 
terests, has  proven  an  al- 
luring field  to  the  color- 
ed man  because  of  its 
liberal  and  fair  treat- 
ment in  the  recognition 
of  his  manhood  rights. 

There  are  in  many  of  the 
agricultural  counties  of 
the  State  a number  of 
farmers,  both  as  owners, 
tenants  and  farm  hands. 

In  the  cities  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Har- 
risburg they  are  engaged  in  nearly  every  line 
of  trade,  conducting  successfully  enterprises  of 
every  description.  In  the  professions  they  are 
generously  represented  throughout  the  State  with 
credit  and  ability.  There  are  a large  number  of 
chartered  institutions  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
transacting  a combined  business  of  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  annually.  While  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  give  accurate  figures  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  property  owned  by  the  Negroes  in 
this  State,  for  the  reason  that  in  the  laying  of

In  1907  the  publishers  of  this  book  made  a 
personal  canvass  of  thirty-seven  of  the  counties

Labor  industry  Much  of  Mr  Wright’s  in- 

formation was  obtained  by  correspondence,  which 
in  many  instances  was  incomplete,  because  of  a 
failure  of  many  persons  to  understand  the  import- 
ance of  the  information  sought.  Hence,  in  many 
counties  the  real  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty upon  which  Negroes  paid  taxes  fell  far  short 
of  the  actual  value. 

In  Dauphin  county  alone  there  was  a discrep- 
ancy of  over  $500,000.  The  book  published  in  1910 
by  the  Daily  Patriot,  showing  the  taxable  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  citizens  of  Harrisburg  by  wards, 
upon  careful  research,  disclosed  the  remarkable 
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fact  that  the  colored  people  of  the  capital  city 
were  assessed  for  a total  valuation  of  nearly  half 
a million  dollars. 

EDUCATIONAL  ADVANTAGES 
The  educational  advantages  of  this  great 
Commonwealth  are  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any 
other  State  in  the  Union.  Our  school  system  is 
quite  unique,  as  well  as  quite  advantageous.  By 
enactment  of  law,  there  are  no  separate  schools, 
yet  in  many  of  the  cities  and  towns  separate  schools 
exist  and  afford  employment  to  a vast  number 
of  colored  teachers.  Not- 
withstanding this,  chil- 
dren are  permitted  to  at- 
tend any  school  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  they  live. 

Industrial  education  has 
taken  a firm  hold  upon 
our  school  system,  and 
many  of  our  cities  have 
established  e x c ellent 
technical  schools  which 
are  sending  forth  prac- 
tical young  men  and  wo- 
men educated  both  in 
mind  and  hand. 

• There  are  several  in- 
dustrial schools  in  the 
State  receiving  State  aid, 
among  them  being 
Berean  Industrial  Train- 
ing School,  of  Philadel- 
phia ; the  Downingtown 
Trades  and  Industrial 
School,  located  in  Ches- 
ter county ; Avery  Col- 
lege Industrial  and 
Trades  School,  Allegheny 
county;  the  Cheney  In- 
dustrial and  Trades 
School,  Chester  county ; 
the  Pennsylvania  Trades 
School,  Eaglesville, 

Montgomery  county;  the 
Coleman  Industrial 
Home  for  Boys,  Alle- 
gheny county. 

A total  of  forty  thousand  dollars  was  appro- 
priated by  the  legislature  of  1913  towards  the  sup- 
port of  these  institutions,  all  of  which  are  man- 
aged by  the  colored  people. 

INDUSTRIAL  EMPLOYMENT 
The  industrial  employment  of  the  Negro  in 
Pennsylvania  perhaps  covers  every  field  of  en- 
deavor known  in  the  State,  and  yet  he  is  greatly 
hindered  in  his  industrial  progress.  In  the  larger 
cities  of  the  State,  which  are  the  centers  of  Negro 
population  as  they  are  of  the  whites,  it  would  be 


hard  to  name  an  occupation  or  trade  that  is  not  to 
a limited  extent  followed  by  some  of  the  race.  In 
fact,  it  is  quite  surprising  to  find  so  many  occupy- 
ing some  most  excellent  positions  of  responsibility 
and  trust.  Indeed,  it  is  thought  by  some  of  our 
own  best  students  of  sociology  that  the  industrial 
opportunities  are  coming  to  us  about  as  fast  as  we 
are  capable  of  filling  them.  Hotel  work  and  do- 
mestic service,  which  were  considered  fifty  years 
ago  almost  the  exclusive  field  of  labor  of  the  Negro, 
are  fast  being  occupied  by  the  white  race.  None  of 

the  newer  and  larger 
hotels  in  the  cities  em- 
ploy Negro  help,  while  as 
domestics  they  are  sel- 
dom sought  for.  All  of 
the  great  iron  and  steel 
mills  for  which  the  State 
is  noted  give  employment 
to  him  both  as  skilled  and 
unskilled  workman.  The 
places  where  he  seems 
to  find  the  least  employ- 
ment are  among  the 
great  corporations,  such 
as  Street  Passenger  Rail- 
ways, Steam  Railways, 
Telegraph  Companies, 
Telephone  and  Express 
Companies. 

We  believe  when  he  be- 
gins to  add  to  his  wealth 
the  stock  and  bonds  of 
these  great  corporations 
he  will  doubtless  be  able 
to  find  employment  with 
them. 

A new  field  of  labor  is 
opening  up  for  our  wo- 
men and  girls,  such  as 
shirt,  hosiery  and  cigar 
factories.  In  the  city  of 
Harrisburg  and  vicinity 
some  four  hundred  col- 
ored women  and  girls  are 
employed  in  different 
cigar  factories,  and  we  have  been  informed  by  the 
management  that  so  pleased  are  they  with  their 
work  that  they  would  employ  more  were  they 
available. 

A noticeable  and  a rather  lamentable  fact 
observed  throughout  the  interior  part  of  the  State 
is  the  small  number  of  colored  boys  who  enter  the 
splendid  technical  schools  which  exist  in  so  many 
of  the  cities.  In  many  of  the  cities  these  schools 
have  as  high  as  three  to  five  hundred  students, 
yet  there  have  been  few  colored  graduates  from

of  our  public  school  system. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  College,  which  gives 
a thorough  training  in  agriculture,  without  cost  to 
the  students,  has  had  less  than  ten  Negro  students 
in  its  history,  and  but  three  Negroes  to  graduate 
from  this  splendid  institution. 


The  young  men  and  women  of  the  race  seem 
to  choose  that  course  which  prepares  them  for  the 
professions  with  an  utter  disregard  of  the  small 
clientele  that  they  will  have  to  draw  upon  for 
practice  unless  the  race  directs  its  activities  more 
generally  between  the  farm,  the  trades  and  com- 
mercial pursuits.

Attending  Staffs.  Representatives  of  both  white 
and  colored  races  are  in  all  departments. 

All  of  this  has  the  co-operation  of  a number 
of  the  best  medical  minds  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Douglass  Hospital  Has  a Special  Claim  Upon 
Public  Benevolence 

Does  any  one  still  ask  why  this  Institution 
was  called  into  existence?  Why  should  so  many 
friends  have  come  to  its-  support?  Why  does  it 
now  seek  permanent  endowment? 

The  very  poor  and  defenseless  in  Hospitals  are 
likely  to  feel  themselves  at  the  mercy  of  experi- 
mental research.  The  Douglass  Hospital  has 
caused  many  thousands  of  colored  people  to  lay 
aside  that  proverbial  fear  of  hospitals  because 
they  have  felt  that  the  Institution  was  designed 
especially  that  they  should  not  be  discriminated 
against.

A growing  number  of  intelligent  and  progres- 
sive physicians,  because  of  their  race,  found  them- 
selves barred  from  hospital  experience.  Larger 
numbers  of  well-educated  and  refined  young  wo- 
men found  themselves,  for  the  same  reason,  ex- 
cluded in  every  hospital  in  the  city  from  the  pro- 
fession of  nursing.  These  facts  are  not  recited  in 
a spirit  of  resentment,  but  rather  with  the  broad- 
est sympathy  possible.  We  would  that  they  were 
not  true,  for  it  grieves  us  more  than  words  can 
express  that  we  are  under  necessity  of  presenting 
them ; but  if  we  would  present  our  case,  we  cannot 
do  otherwise  than  state  the  facts.  The  Douglass 
Hospital  does  not  permit  race  or  religious  discrim- 
ination in  any  of  its  departments.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  Hospital  has  pledged  the  Institution 
never  to  be  found  guilty  of  race  discrimination  in 
the  use  of  public  funds.  Members  of  both  races 
are  on  its  Board  of  Directors,  among  its  Staff  of 
Physicians,  and  are  treated  alike  in  its  wards  and 
clinics.

The  Hospital  has  now  a mortgage  indebted- 
ness of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000). 
It  also  has  a floating  indebtedness  of  eight  thou- 
sand dollars  ($8000),  due  on  equipments  and  fur- 
nishings. It  is  not  only  most  creditable,  but  an 
unprecedented  achievement  that  the  large  sum 
of  eighty-six  thousand  dollars  ($86,000)  should  be 


raised  and  paid  on  a purely  charitable  plant, 
largely  under  colored  management,  that  cost  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($118,- 
000),  in  the  brief  period  of  three  years.  This 
augurs  for  efficient  management  and  gives  promise 
for  the  future.
